ity, a living tenderness, that would always 
breathe from it, no m atter what your presect 
mood m ight be. 
Then your violin, Julius, 
would have the m agical power of returning to 
you in inspiration the passion yon told liefore 


breathed into It." 
Julius smiled opdu the eager ey es Hie glow­ 
ing face, now .-<> near his own. 
• Show roe, love, h o w ’ to do it! 
But ii 
would require the sacrifice of my own “Old 
or nom e one else’,"h e added, softly— “ to work 
this m iracle. 
Everything has its price, and 
why should I die. to leave my violin to other 
hands, to have my passion, my Beliing iicart, 
m ade to serve another ? 
No, Lisa, the cost is 
too g reat! 
A nd yet,” he said, after a long si­ 
lence, “ it is no t im possible'■ 
Some voices 
have this touching q u ality ; they move you IO 
tears w bile the singers have no idea of pathos 
or feeling. 
A violin has, to start with, more 
sensitiveness than niue out of every ten hu­ 
m an beings.

A fter th eir m arriage 
her influence upon bim grew still stronger, u n ­ 
til it seemed to him th at he becam e m ore 
than ever averse lo playing la public, aud the 
long rows of expectant faces, tho sadden 
b u ist) of indiscrim inate applause, were alm ost 
hateful to him.

I have been a different artist since I 
have known you, dear.” 
“ I shall never forget the first time you 
spoke to me, Julius.” 
“ I had a right to do it, my love. You knew 
it then. Out of the'whole world wo had al­ 
ready chosen each other, and what had I to 
wait for? But I cau see you now, half hidden 
in a corner, all dressed in flimsy blue, with 
abseut-lookiug eyes, waiting for your father 
to find the carriage!

Come,,

I wish I 
could persuade you that, even when you seem 
cold to yourself, you have the power of touch­ 
ing others. But then, you know, Julius, ev­ 
erybody does not pretend to be as much cu 
rapport with your music and you as I do; and, 
for me to see you uueasy, and with a hard ex­ 
pression, was enough to distress me. But, 
while you played, 1 fancied—for you know 
your violin always awakes my imagination— 
but do you want to hear ?”

“ I fancied, then, how fine it would be if 
you could only give your violin a soul!” 
“ I would be content lo give that to my 
hearers!” 
“ But listen to me, dear. 
You know how 
the fibers* of the wood, the molecular struc- 
lure, become affected by continued playing, so 
that old violin becomes so finely sensitive tbat 
every tone is impregnated with the music the 
wood has before echoed. You know how 
sweet, how mellow, it grows, until every year 
adds a new grace and beauty to its sounds.— 
Well, then, suppose that you could inspire 
these tones with the inspiration you feel, so 
that not only your mechanism, but also your 
soul, would speak through it. Suppose that 
playing on it year after year, with the same 
enthusiasm, you should give its tonc3 a vital­ 
ity, a living tenderness, that would always 
breathe from it, no matter what your present 
mood might be. Then your vloliu, Julius, 
would have the magical power of returning to 
you in inspiration the passion yon had before 
breathed into it.” 
Julius smiled updn the eager eyes, the glow­ 
ing face, now so near his own. 
•‘Show me, love, how*to do it! 
But it 
would require the sacrifice of my own soul— 
or some one elscy’he added, softly—“to work 
this miracle. Everything has its price, and 
why should I die, to leave my violin to other 
bands, to have my passion, my aching heart, 
made to serve another ? No, Lisa, the cost is 
too great! 
And yet,” he said, after a long si­ 
lence, “ it is nol impossible! 
Some voices 
have this touching quality; they move you to 
tears while the singers have no idea of pathos 
or feeling.

her influence upon him grew still stronger, un­ 
til it seemed to him that he became more 
than ever averse to playing in public, and the 
long rows of expectant faces, the sadden 
bursts of indiscriminate applause, were almost 
hateful to him.

Great undertakings are impossible; industry 
languishes; we are unable to restore that con­ 
fidence abroad which is necessary to the resin.

Tho 
government lacks authority, for it is unable 
even to obtain o)»edlence from its own agents 
or to repress the excesses of Hie journals which 
are corrupting tho public mind. Youwiil con­ 
sider the?e dangers and create a strong, dur­ 
able executive which can energetic ally defend 
society, 
The Deputies of the Right warmly cheered 
the message. 
Tho Right moved that execu­ 
tive (Kiwer be conferred on Marshal Mac­ 
Mahon fora term of ten years; that he con­ 
tinue to maintain the present form of govern­ 
ment until the cousUtutional bills are voted, 
and that a committee of thirty be appointed 
to examine said bills. 
Baron Eschasseriaux, Bonapartist, moved 
that the people be called iqion to decide on 
the 4th of January, 1874, whether a mon­ 
archical, republican or imperial form of gov­ 
ernment shall be adopted. 
Gouilard demanded that the motion lie de­ 
clared urgent.

This free spirit however 
drops some hopeful things down upon the 
dusty paths of our common life. 
This, for in­ 
stance: 
‘-Humanity, which seems so old, is 
only 1 nits early childhood. 
It struggles and 
sailers yet with it3 flret inward pains, but let 
it be hopeful! 
Within less than a hundred 
thousand years it shall have the faculty of 
reason, gratuitous and ruinpulsory education, 
Intelligent universal suflrage, a well-defined 
republican form of government, freedom of 
conscience, the suppression of soldiers, drivers 
cf cattle, and human butchers.” Ah, Arcadia; 
but bow very far away ! 


—The Ohio State Journal says: “ We are 
indebted to the Prohibitionists for Allen’s elec­ 
tion.” 
—Those of the new Police Justices iu New 
York who took their places on Tuesday had 
a good day for initiation. 
Election day in 
New York generally fills the police stations. 
—The trial of Bazaine seems to surpass 
an American political campaign in the asser­ 
tions and denials of the witnesses. 
On Tues­ 
day Baron Btoflel swore directly contrary to 
two other witnesses. 
Some tall perjury some­ 
where. 
—The Farmers' organizations have made 
themzelves felt in the recent elections. 
They 
evidently mean bnsiness. 
Political parties 
would do well to make a note of this. 
—Brigham Young’s new house Is to be one 
of the most magnificent private residence in 
the world. 
He left the decision of the style 
of furniture to be used to his wives, and they 
have already had nineteen pitched battles 
over it. 
-An amusing instance of the connection 
between carbon and theology Is afforded by 
the case of a clergyman in Dundee, Scotland, 
who announced to his congregation that in 
aonsequence of his inability to afford coals for 
keeping up bis study fire he had discontinued 
studying, and would preacli old sermons until 
a fall in the price. 
—The autumual season baa produced the 
usual amount of newspaper notices, both in 
prose and verse; but we have seeu uothing to 
compare with the sad refrain of a journal 
printed in Pennsylvania, aud appropriately 
called The Valley Spirit, which thus gives 
vent to its feelings: “The melancholy days 
have come, the saddest of the year; it’s a 
little too warm for whisky hot, and a little too 
cold for beer.” 
-The Hoosac Tunnel is so nearly through 
that the workmen on each side can hear the 
drills on the other side of their rock-barrier.

In her flight she threw overboard 
several horses and used a portion of her cargo 
for fuel, but tiie Tornado caught up with her 
at 10 P. M. near the Jamaica coast and 
she surrendered 
with all on board, 
not 
one of whom escaped. 
Among the prisoners 
are the well-known insurgent chief Bembctta, 
who was reported killed a few clays ago, a 
brother of Cespedes, u son of Quesada, Senor 
Je3ns Delsol and other important personages. 
The prisoners have all been brought before a 
competent tribunal at Santiago and are now 
being tried a3 pirates. 
There is great rejoic 
ing in Havana over the news. 
The streets 
and houses are decorated with the national 
colors and subscriptions are being raised for a 
testimonial to the officers and crew of the 
Tornado.

MEETING OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


P a r is, Nov. 5 .—The National Assembly m et 
to-day at Versailles. 
President MacMahon 
sent a message to the Assembly which was 
read shortly after re-openi:ig. 
The message 
begins with congratulations on the liberation 
of the territory and the maintenance of or 
der, and continues as follows: 
Europe is assured that we are firmly re 
solved to preserve peace; therefore without 
fear she sees U3 resume possession of our ter 
ritorv. 
The administration has always acted 
in the conservative spirit which animates the 
majority of the Assembly, from which I never 
depart. 
The agitation of the public mind 
was redoubled iu intensity as the period of 
your re-assembling approached, because it 
was requisite to discuss constitutional bills, 
which 
necessarily 
involve 
the 
question 
of form of government. I had neither to 
intervene in these discussions nor to forestall 
your sovereign decision, but merely to con­ 
iine the former within legal limits and provide 
that the latter should be respected. 
Your 
power, therefore, is intact; nothing can im­ 
pede its exercise. 
Perhaps, however, you 
may think that in the present situation, with 
party feeling so strong, the establishment of 
any definite form of government presents seri­ 
ous difficulties and that it would be more pru­ 
dent to maintain the existing institutios. 
If 
so, permit me, elected to an honor which I 
did not seok, to tell you frankly my opinion, 
to thoroughly insure public peace. 
Tho gov 
eminent absolutely lacks two things, e3seu- 
tial conditions of efficiency. 
It lias neither 
sufficient vitality nor authority. 
It can do 
nothing durable. If the rights of the govern­ 
ment are daily questioned, with its powers 
liable to be changed at any moment, it can 
secure peace to-day but not safety to-morrow. 
Great undertakings are impossible; Industry 
languishes; we are unable to restore that con­ 
fidence abroad which is necessary to the resto­ 
ration of the greatness of the 'nation. 
Tho 
government lacks authority, for it is unable 
even to obtain obedience from its own agents 
or to repress the excesses of the journals which 
are corrupting the public mind. Youwill con 
sider these dangers and create a strong, dur­ 
able executive which can energetically defend 
society. 
The Deputies of the Right warmly cheered 
the message. 
The Right moved that execu­ 
tive power he conferred on Marshal Mac­ 
Mahon for a term of ten years; that he con­ 
tinue to maintain the present form of govern­ 
ment until the constitutional bills aro voted 
and that a committee of thirty be appointed 
to examine said bills. 
Baron Eschasseriaux, Bonaparlist, moved 
that the people be called upon to decide on 
the 4th of January, 1874, whether a mon 
archicai, republican or imperial form of gov­ 
ernment shall be adopted. 
Goullard demanded that tho motion he dc 
clared urgent. 
He said the country was un 
able to await the result *f a long discussion ou 
constitutional bills. 
Duke de Broglie, en the part of the govern 
mont, supported tho demand for urgency. 
Dufaure said the Assembly at its last sessiou 
had ordered that bills organizing the executive 
and legislative powere should be discussed 
within a month after recess. 
Notwithstanding 
this the government now supported the motion 
which proposed to deal separately with and 
thereby postpone the question. 
The message of the executive expressed a 
general desire for the adoption of a defluite 
government, but yet advised the continuance 
of the present precarious regime. 
He con 
eluded by moving that all motions together 
with constitutional bills be referred to some 
committee. 
Rauhcrsald he could only vote for urgency 
if all the propositions were referred to one 
committee. 
After further debate the motion 
of the Right was declared urgent by a large 
majority. 
Tho declaration of urgency for the 
motion of Eschasseriaux was demanded aud 
was supported by Mehiers and the Deputies of 
the Left, but was defeated. 
M. Grcvy iua speech supportiug Dufaure’s 
motion denied the right of the Assembly to 
confer on the government a longer term of 
power than it possessed itself. 
He expressed 
the belief that the Right really wishei to de 
fer the consideration of tho constitutional bills 
indefinitely. 
Goulard declared that he was 
sincere in his intention of bringing them to a 
discussion. 
Dufaure’s motiou was rejected 
by a vote of 362 to 348.

$500,000, and is to represent the interests of a 
largo number of national bank3 in the grain 
producing sections of the country.

to serve the best iuterests of producers by the 
establishment of immediate relations and the 
avoidance of middle men—especially the class 
of speculators who operate at the large cen­ 
ters of the West. 
If it should accomplish the

ording to them larger returns 011 their pro­ 
duction, and will be a practical realization of 
the object which the granges have had in 
view.

first husband) several times in this way, when 
the fictitious savior of drowning innocents be­ 
came tired of the joke and at last called at the 
Enquirer office and demanded that it should 
not be repeated. 
He was assured that his 
request wóuld be complied with, and so it was 
in its letter, but hardly in its spirit, for the 
next day the Enquirer contained a paragraph 
to the effect that a beautiful little girl, the 
daughter of a prominent citizen of Newport, 
had fallen from the ferryboat iuto I ho river, 
and that Mr. Kellum, who was standing by 
and 
could easily have saved 
tho child 
from a watery grave, refused to render tho 
least assistance. " When Kellum, boiling with 
rage, went the Enquirer to seek an e x p l a ­ 
nation of what he had begun to regard in the 
light of a persecution, his threats of vengeance 
were suddenly stopped by Bennett’s taking off 
his coat and coolly saying: 
“ You’re not a 
bad fellow in your way, Kellum, but I can’t 
stand any interference with my department 
If I raako any statement iu tho Enquirer, you 
must not come around hero contradicting' it. 
That isn’t journalism, you see, and it must be 
put a stop to at any price.” 
Kellum’s wrath 
iustantly subsided, and the two men remained 
friends until Bennett’s death.

He is a shrewd and rich merchant, and 
not a soldier by propensity; and bi3 income 
and tho luxury* of his court exceed tho tales 
of Haroun a1 Raschid’s splendor. 
He has 
an income of *110.000,000 per anuum, or 
more than half as much 
us the 
whole 
annual expense of the United States govern­ 
ment, inclusive of the cost of the public debt. 
To keep our 50,000 or OO,OOO officeholders, 
our a nuy, our navy, do the intl die buildings, 
etc., requires $17,000,000 a month. 
And Said 
Pasha, who has no more subjects than there 
are citizens of New York .'•tate, bas, by Mr. 
Butler's careful estimate, between $9,000,000 
and $10,000,000 a month, or above $300,000 
aday. 
Ile has twenty-seven palaces, all the 
corporate property—or that which with us 
would 
la1 controlled by 
corporations—In 
the country,

what he can think of or will from day to day. 
He has four wives and a vast harem, and, 
tieing nu unwiap husband, does not know all 
bis children; yet he is temperate and prudent, 
and still he is not happy.

When she went there, at the opening of the 
Suez Canal, the Empress found a road made, 
twelve miles long, across the desert, lighted 
with gas, shaded all tho way with transplant­ 
ed trees; and half way on was a palace for 
ber repose, with a scroti I palace to entertain 
her at tin Pyramids—all especially made for 
this one journey. 
And yet, such is the kin­ 
ship of tile times. that, when the Khedive at­ 
tempted to renovate Cairo by taking stones 
from the Pyramids, he felt that the rebuke of 
the press and voice of Europe could not be 
withstood, and lie ceased to disturb these use­ 
less conundrums,

will cost $12,000,000.

a day.

corporations—In 
the country, 
and 
no laws whatever but 
what he can think of or will from day to day. 
He has four wives and a vast harem, and, 
being nn unwisp husband, docs not know all 
his children; yet lie is temperate and prudent, 
and still he is not happy. 
He wants to lie a 
king; but the denomination of Turkey sits 
upon his dream.s like the gobbler on the full 
boy after Christmas dinner. 
Turkey is put 
above him by European treaty which dates 
back to 1840, and from thetreatios of Europe 
W hatever lin t yon strike, 
Tenth or tenth thousand breaks tho chain ailko. 
To neutralize Turkey, the Khedive lias been 
for a long tune conciliating Europe, and the 
power lie sets most store by is Russia. 
The 
Consnls-General at Cairo are men of the lirst 
class and the greatest astuteness, being really 
Foreign Ministers without the name, as the 
Khedive is only viceroy. 
Mr. Butler says ho 
could have had absolute power under this 
Viceroy, over the life of any American in 
Egypt, 
lie was on such intimate terms with 
the' Khedive that some of the cotnplainers 
wrote to Mr. Fish that he was in that rich 
barbarian’s pay. 
“ But all,” says Butler, 
“that lie ever did for me was to give me 
steamers, yachts, a 
troop of horse, 
Ac., 
when I wanted to 
entertain my visiting 
friends.” 
As an instance of Said Pasha’s wealth, Mr. 
Butler relates that the Empress of France said 
to him, in Paris: 
“ Viceroy, Í should like very much to visit 
your Pyramids, but I cannot ride on a camel, 
and I suppose I cannot go there by any road.” 
“ Your Majesty 
can go there by either 
railway or highway, us you like,” said the 
Viceroy. 
When she went there, at the opening of the 
Suez Canal, the Empress found a road made, 
twelve miles long, across the desert, lighted 
with gas, shaded all the way with transplant­ 
ed trees; and half way on was a palace for 
her repose, with a second palace to entertain 
her at the Pyramids—all especially made for 
this one journey. 
And yet, such is the kin­ 
ship of the limes, that, when the Khedive at­ 
tempted to renovate Cairo by taking stones 
from the Pyramids, he felt that the rebuke of 
the press and voice of Europe could not be 
withstood, and lie ceased to disturb these use­ 
less conundrums. 
He is building an iron 
bridge across the Nile, English work, which 
will cost 812,000.000. 
The Suez canal cost 
him $100,009,000,ondisonly a partial success, 
as it lilis up as soon as neglected, and the 
screw licet to pass through it is yet small.— 
Lesseps, its executor, Mr. Butler believes 10 
be one of the ablest men in the world, and 
never with less than from half a million to a 
million of money lying up on deposit. 
The 
Viceroy is the owner of a narrow-gauge rail­ 
road from Cairo to Suez, 
seventy-six miles, 
and from Alexandria to Cairo, one hundred 
and thirty miles. 
lie is now building up the 
Nile from Cairo two or throe hundred miles.— 
He has a navy, but his people are wretched 
sailors, 
lie and his father have made vast 
sums of money in the slave trade, and his 
eunuchs for the liatvm come from the Blue 
Nile. 
Sugar, indigo, tobacco, and cotton are 
great staples of Egypt, and the people have 
no conception of the right of properly, liber­ 
ty. or life. 
“ Ilow many piastres do you "pay the Khe­ 
dive?” is the remark often addressed to a 
donkey conductor or mule driver. 
“ So m any.” 
“ Don’t you hate to let him have all that 
part of your w ages?” 
“ Why,” says the Egyptian, “ he is our mas- 
er. 
Why shouldn't he take it if he wants to ?'>
